After this work is completed, the 
mayor will send a letter to the heads

RAILROAD OFFICIAL 
TELLS OF BENEFITS 
BY MERGER OF LINES 


NEW YORK—Julins *Kruttschmitt, 

vice-president of both the Southern Pa- 
cifle aml Union Pacific and director of 
maintenance and operation of the merged 
lines, was a witness Thursday after- 
noon at the continuation of the hearings 
of the government’s suit to dissolve the 
Union Pacifie merger. 

He declared that in consequence of 
work done to improve the system it 
was today in a high state of efficiency. 

Before 1901, he said, the Southern Pa- 
cific, as compared with the Union Pacific, 
was in a condition of general deficiency. 
Rolling stock was inefficient, he said, and 
rails and ballasting were defective. These 
deficiencies had been remedied and many 
improvements in eliminating curves and 
grades also had been made. 

Mr. Kruttschmitt produced figures to 
show that the increase in the cost of 
labor since 1901 had reached an average 
of 17 per cent in all classes of employees. 
Since 1890, according to figures submit- 
ted by the witness from a table, the 
power of labor and commodities to pur- 
chase transportation had increased 43 
per cent, while there had been a decrease 
of 30 per cent in the power of the rail- 
foads to purchase labor and commodi- 
ties. : 

The public had saved $154,000,000 
since 1901, Mr. Kruttschmitt declared, 
through the neglect of his railroads to 
raise freight and passenger rates to 
meet the increased cost of commodities 
and labor. 

Showing what the Union Pacific has 
done to develop the system the witness 
yave figures indicating that in the eight 
years ending June 30, 1909, a total of 
$121,508,000 was expended for construc- 
tion, betterment, extensions, etc. 

He pointed out that in the five years 
preceding the reorganization of the 
Union Pacific only $201,000 was spent for 
general betterment, and in the _ three | 
vears succeeding $5,341,000 was expended | 
for the same purpose. " | 

In another set of figures he represented | | 
that in_the eight vears ending June 30, | 
190), only 357 722,000 was spent by the | 
Southern Pacific for all classes of im- | 
provement in efficiency, while in the eight | 
vears ending June 30, 1909, there was ey 
pended a total of $241,944,000. 

On the whole, the witness represented 
the merger system to be a national bene- 
factor.

It was followed quickly by the} 
announcement of a new service, called 
the “night letter.” whereby 50 words 
can be sent by telegraph at night for 
delivery early the following morning at 
the same price as the customary 10-word 
day message. 

It is further planned that any tele- 
phone subscriber can call up a Western 
Union office, dictate his message and 
have it sent. The charges therefor will 
be rendered at the end of the month 
with the regular telephone bill. 

This system will be tried first in Chi- 
cago. 

Another project is the utilization of 
the telephone al-night service every- 
where, even in small places, as an adjunct 
of the telegraph service.

Dante’s immemorial love of his lady 
Beatrice can listen to Ferrari’s exquisite 
interpretation of the poet’s “New Life.” 
To those for whom love is a mete fleet- 
ing personal joy the delicate reserve, the 
self- effacement, the all but spiritual 
quality of this record is a mere trans- 
cendentalism. That Dante at nine years 
of age should have discerned in Beatrice, 
a maiden of eight, the ideal which was 
to be the image of heavenly perfection 
to him all through his life seems to the 
slow of heart a mere poet’s fantasy. 

Henry Krehbiel says: “Nine years 
later he chanced to meet her on the 
street . . . and received her salutation— 
a memorable day, remarks Symonds, 
for it made Dante a poet. He returned 
to his home and in a vision Love him- 
self appeared to him as a ‘lord of ter- 
rible aspect’; it was the beginning of a 
‘New Life,’ the first fruits of which 
were his published sonnets. For seven 
years Dante sang the praise of this rare 
maiden, always speaking of her in the 
third person, seeking nothing but her 
smile.” He “beheld angels carrying her 
soul to heaven like a little cloud of 
perfect whiteness.” Beatrice, the bride 
of a Florentine nobleman, passed on at 
the age of 24. The “Divine Comedy” is 
the culmination of the poet’s vision of 
her as the blessed guardian of his up- 
wasd-way. In it he resolved to say con- 
cerning her “what hath not before been 
written of any woman,” and this work, 
the apotheosis of womanhood, ranks 
among the half dozen world masterpieces. 

No one but an Italian could set the 
sonnets to music and carry out the 
scheme of the original, as individual 
poems yet held together like a string of 
jewela by the golden chain of undying 
love. The effect at hearing the music 
last year was of a groping for unity. 
This present performance, largely from 
the deeper sympathy with the work on 
the part of all the performers, won by 
further study, had a unity which tran- 
scended the mere outward welding of 
parts, for it was the spirit that per- 
vaded the whole which made it a whole. 
The beautiful maidenliness of the 
women’s choral parts, in the pure bright 
sopreno and tender alto of the Cecilia 
chorus, the delicacy and moving, pur- 
poseful expressiveness of the separate 
orchestral numbers, where the solo violin 
so poignantly voices Beatrice, “whose 
sweet voice we have heard through wéep- 
ing,” the poet’s calmness in grief, the 
containment in the midst of an ardor 
that burns with a pure white flame, these 
things make up such a picture of Para- 
dise as Lippi’s great canvas where ranks 
of choiring angela, and ta]! slender Iilies, 
men and women and saints, gather round 
the central group of the beloved of the 
Father. Browning’s poem on the picture 
fairly describes what the stately Jordan 
hall stage framed at last night’s per- 
formance, as it was seen and felt through 
the medium of Ferrari's thought. 

Mr. Goodrich touched his high water 
mark of achievement as a conductor. The 
whole and its varied parts so anawered 
his baton that he was like the painter 
before d canvas, bringing ou, the picture 
stroke for stroke. In such conducting 
it is indeed as if the conductor composes 
the music and the words, so close must 
he stand to the thought of poet and 
composer. Mr. Goodrich showed himself 
the artist here, and his audience was 
evidently wholly receptive of what he 
nas to give.

This concert was for many a far truer 
tribute to the beloved conductor in 
whose memory the Cecilia lately sang 
than the more formal music of that oc- 
casion, for this music is fragrant with 
that aspiration after the beautiful un- 
seen which made Mr. Lang’s influence on 
his generation permanent and so uplift- 
ing.

INDICT NIGHT RIDERS, 
ALLEGING ACTION IK 
RESTRAINT OF TRADE 


WASHINGTON — Twelve so-called 
“night riders” at Dry Ridge, Ky., have 
been indicted by the federal grand jury 
at Covington charged with acts \perpe- 
trated in’ a northern Kentucky district 
constituting a ‘conspiracy in restraint of 


interstate trade, according to informa- 
tion just received by the department of 
justice from Edwin P. Grosvenor, one of 
the assistants to Wade H. Ellis, who has 
been supervising the investigation into 
the alleged outrages against independent 
tobacco growers. 


The men indicted are John S. Steers, 
a member of the Kentuctty state Legis- 
lature; Percy Simpson, A. Gus Webb, 
‘Jerry 8S, Carter, Hugh Lee Conrad, Frank 
K. Conrad, R. Lee Conrad, John W. Col- 
lender, John Caldwell, William Mulligan, 
Marion Bennett and Isaac Newton Con- 
rad. 

Two counts of the indictment are for 
conspiracy in restraint of trade and one 
for combination. 

According to the government officials 
an independent grower, W. T. Osborn, 
took to the station a shipment destined 
for a Cincinnati warehouse and left it 
with the agent, after receiving a bill of 
lading. The “night riders” sought to 
dissuade both the shipper and the agent 
from sending the product, but, being un- 
successful, compelled the owner to give 
up his bill of lading.. 

Mr. Ellis makes this statement con- 
cerning the contemplated prosecution: 

“It developed at a recent hearing of the 
officers and representatives of the Burley 
Tobacco Society, in Washington, that the 
chief grievances against the society or 
any of its members were these acts of 
violence, depredation and forcible oppo- 
sition to shipment to points outside the 
state by the independent growers whe 
refused to join the society. 

“The officers of the society disavow 
any responsibility for the acts ofthese 
‘night riders,’ and the government deter- 
mined to select what seemed to be a 
clear case of the physical prevention of 
interstate shipments and to prosecute 
under the criminal sections of the Sher- 
man act the individual perpetrators.”

/that can be said is that the country as 
@ whole is not strongly against its 
passage. In order for the present gov- 
ernment to secure this, however, it wiil 
be necessary that considerable concession 
be made to the Irish party. Home rule 
will have to be granted in a more or 
-less innocuous form, if the Unionists are 
to carry through their policy and save 
the House of Lords. The cooperation 
of both parties would achieve 
objects at once if they could. harmonize; 
but this is hardly likely at present, and 
indications are that for the next two 
or three years the country will face 
grave constitutional difficulties. 

“The opposition seems to be not so | 
much against the budget itself, as 
against the ultimate intentions; and it 
is likely that another man less honest 
and outspoken than Mr. Lioyd-Geprge 
would have rushed it through with little 
opposition.

SOME TRIED RECIPES. 
BOILED INDIAN PUDDING. 

Jndian pudding should be boiled four | 
or five hours. Sifted Indian meal and 
warm milk should be stirred together 
until fairly stiff; then a little salt anil 
two or three great spoonfuls of molasses 
added, and if you wish, a spoonful of 
ginger. Boil in a tight covered pan, 
a very thick cloth, for if the water 
reaches the pudding it will be ruined. Be 
sure to leave plenty of room for the 
Indian meal to swell in. The milk with 
which vou mix the meal merely should 
be warm; if scalding, the pudding will 
break to pieces, Some people chop sweet 
suet fine and warm in the milk; others | 
warm thin slices of sweet apple to be | 
stirred into the pudding.

THE GRAIN MARKET. 

C. F. & G. W. Eddy, Inc., of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, received the fol- 
lowing from their Chicago correspondent: 

Wheat—The wheat market opened 
steady and quickly advanced after the 
opening on the small receipts and lack 
of offerings in the market. “The foreign 
news was bearish. The cables were some- 
what lower than expected and the ex- 
ports from the Argentine were heavy. 
They were estimated yesterday at about 
2,500,000 bushels, but were reported by 
Broomhall at 5,168,000 bushels, although 
the produce exchange estimate was only 
2,968,000. The Australian exports were 
heavy and it was thought that the Rus- 
sian shipments would be heavy tomor- 
row. The receipts, however, were small 
and in the present positon of supplies 
‘and the present position of cash wheat 
7 ' the market Was very responsive to the 
‘influence of the decrease in the move- 
ment.

In the Joylin district (Mo.) an im- 
mense amount of money has been spent 
during the past few months in the con- 
solidation and improvement of® various 
utility enterprises, and so on, while it is 
well known that in and about New York 
city improvements and reorganizations 
of the utility companies have been in 
progress for some time past, with bene- 
ficial results to the properties serving the 
city and a higher degree of comfort to 
the traveling public. 

To revert to the question of public 
utility earnings, it may. be well to direct 
attention to the changes in gross and net 
evenues during the closing month of 
1909. Of the 12 companies chosen for 
the comparison, it will be noted that all 
scored a gain in gross over December, 
1908, while all recorded higher net reve- 
nues for the corresponding pcriod with 
the exception of the United Railways of 
St. Louis, Surplus earnings of the same 
companies, after deduction of charges, 
taxes, etc., were substantially larger with 
but few exceptions.

The assumption has been made is 
certain financial circles that the New 
Haven was depending upon favorable 
action by the Massachusetts Legislature 
in respect to the Boston Holding Com- 
pany bonds for the creation of a mar- 
ket for these securities that would en- 
able the New Haven road to unload the 
holding company bonds it now owns, 

As a matter of fact. it is asserted that 
the New Haven could have sold several 
weeks ago the entire $16,500,000 Bostoa 
Holding Company bends it now owns 
at par had it so elected. That the of- 
fer was refused waa due to the belief 
of the New Haven management that in 
the long run it would be better for the 
Boston & Maine, which the Boston Hold- 
ing Company represents as a financing 


‘institution, if it could depend upon Mas- 


sachusetts investors year in and out for 
support. 

It is argued that the natural market 
for Boston Holding Company securities 
is in Massachusetts and that Massachu-- 
setts investors are entitled to the bene- 
fit which would properly accrue from 
having these securities legal for savings 
banks in this state and tax exempt. 

The acquisition Dy the Boston Hold- 
ing Company of the 28,585 additional 
shares of Boston & Maine, authority to 
acquire which it petitioned for Thurs- 
day, increases the holding company’s in- 
vestment in Boston & Maine to 160,114 
shares, or 50.9 per cent of the total out- 
standing preferred and common stock, 
This acquisition is directly inline with 


} the announcement of two weeks ago that 


New Haven interests had now secured 
majority control of Boston & Maine by 
purchase of over 26,000 additional shares 
of stock. 

The purchase of this stock will require 
the issuance of $3,573,125 additional 
holding company bonds, which added to 
the $16,441,125 bonds that New Haven 
now holds in its treasury will bring the 
total up to $20,014,250. Naturally with 
so large a bulk of money locked up, the 
New Haven is anxious to convert these 
securities into cash to use in the im- 
portant property improvements it is con- 
stantly making. 

The 28,585 additional shares of Boston 
& Maine will also require the issuance 
of $862,569 new Boston Holding Com- 
pany stock, bringing the total stock of 
this company held by New Haven up to 
$3,184,247. 

New Haven earnings have been hold- 
ing up remarkably well.

An interesting fact connected with the 
improvements which the New Haven has 
promised in connection with Boston & 
Maine is that the proposed tunnel be- 
tween the North and South stations will 
easily pay for itself. At the present 
time the annual switching charges be- 
tween the two stations are about $600,- 
000 per year. By the use of the tunnel 
this cost would be cut to not over $300,- 
000. The $300,000 saved represents 5 
per cent interest on $6,000,000, which 
is the estimated capital cost of the pro- 
posed new tunnel route. Ail this is of 
course aside from the large gain in effi- 
ciency of operation.

bile. To the uninitiated this statement ap- 
pears somewhat extravagant. Operating an aeroplane may be easy 


“enough after one has learned how, but the consequences of faulty 


Management would seem to be much more serious for the one who 1s 
trying to fly through the air than they are for the one who 1s seeking 
to direct a machine on the earth's surface. The important factor 
appears to be the force of gravitation. 

There is no denying the fact that a rather heartless and syinpa- 
thetic public got a good deal of sport from watching the hapless begin- 
ners on the bicycle. When ‘the wheel” was entering its era of great 
popularity the lanes and streets and commons were thick with persons 
learning to ride. ‘Their grotesque antics and frequent tumbles were 
not so serious as to cause alarm. Everybody laughed at them,-includ- 
ing, frequently, the tumblers themselves. The humorist, the poet, 
the artist, all considered them fair game. When the automobile 
arrived the public showed a disposition to view it in the same jocular 
light, but without great success. It is not a toy. It is too swiit and 
heavy and portentous to be truly funny. Yet even the amateur auto- 
mobilists have afforded the public more humorous spectacles than the 
aeroplane novices can ever hope to do. The latter class, apparently, 
will have to be under the close guidance of experienced teachers until 
they become expert.- In a more extravagant sense they must never go 
near the water until they have learned to swim.

Later it was stated 
that the canal referred to was not a new one, 
but the one found by Professor Lowell last 
summer. Itugene Antoniadi, fellow of the

Hf{e asserts that there is not only no evidence of “canals,” but 
absolutely no appearance of geometrical structure—only irregularly 
grouped dusky spots. We seem to be as much in the dark in the 
Inatter as ever. 

It was at the wish of Director Deslandres of the Astro-Physical 
Observatory of Paris that Mr. Antoniadi made a study of the planet 
Mars, which he has just completed, with the great equatorial telescope 
at Meudon, the most powerful in the world. He states that, although 
the 33-inch glass showed the planet much more in detail than any 
drawings made in the past, there was no trace of a geometrical net- 
work of canals. Mr. Antomadi published a note to the effect that the 
canal network was an optical illusion. He says: “The majority of 
the ‘canals’ appeared to me as diffuse, irregular streaks; yet a 
considerable number of them were resolved into groups of detached

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spots, thus showing us that what appearedsas a straight line in the 
modest instruments of Schiaparelli assumed a very complex, natural 
structure in the great French telescope of Meudon.” 

Prof. David Todd of Amherst College, who has studied Mars 
from a most favorable position, asserts that the obstacle of an 
unstable, shimmering atmosphere prevents many great astronomers 
from accepting the canals as a reality of vision. The members 
present at the last meeting of the Astronomical and Astro-Physical 
Society of America were unanimous in the belief that attempts to 
communicate with Mars are today useless, and they thought it not 
wise to take any formal action on the matter. 

Astronomers of the twentieth century do, not appear to be 
inaintaining the pace set for them by Galileo when he turned -his 
“optick tube,” hardly more ‘powerful than a ship’s telescope, on 
Jupiter, saw that it had four moons circling about it, and made other 
notable discoveries... Yet there have been 300 years of opportunity 
since Galileo's day.

SIR Josuru Warp, New Zealand's strenuous 
premier, had the satisfaction of seeing the 
compulsory training bill for his country‘ go 
through by an overwhelming majority—a 
quasi-unanimit y—all the hostile amendments 
to its various clauses having been rejected 
by sixty-five votes to three. These three 
votes were cast by the two labor members, 
reenforced by one extreme radical, but their

obstruction merely served to bring out all 
the stronger the tremendous preponderance of opinion in favor of 
compulsory training. <A leading paper of Wellington, after remark- 
ing that it is very rare that*a measure so novel and so drastic can 
command a majority so overwhelming, concludes, “‘but we believe 
that the proportion of twenty to one represents pretty accurately the 
feeling of the country.” 

That the compulsory training bill as the basis for New Zealand's 
future defenses should have acquired such sudden popularity—with 
the unexpected and unexplained conversion of the premier himself 
as its most notable feature—appears to puzzle the New Zealanders 
themselves. But the inference that it may have been the outcome of 
a panicky impulse in connection with the apprehensions entertained 
in the mother country is dismissed as quite untenable. Nor is it 
warranted by the general aspect of things, which is one of settled 
conviction. 

The best index to this conviction is the fact that it extends to 
nearly one-half of the entire labor party, even though its members in 
Parliament voted against the bill. When, at the height of the 
struggle, the Wellington labor council interviewed the premier to 
oppose the bill, the Detense League adduced data proving incontro- 
vertibly that among the stanchest supporters of the measure were 
a number of labor councils scattered over the country, notably that 
of Auckland and two others. As a matter of fact, when the com- 
pulsory training proposition was put to the vote at the last caucus 
of the labor party, it was rejected by only three votes, that is, 14 
against 11. 

[f the complete agreement between the government and opposi- 
tion was remarkable, so that there was practically no debate at all, 
the struggle preceding the final stage, when such clauses as the 
conversion of volunteers into territorials and the reenactment of the 
present defense act were discussed, was so vehement that the entire 
bill appeared more than once in danger of being wrecked. In the 
end, however, it was seen that not even the famous dreadnought 
debate had brought out a more complete harmony between govern- 
ment and opposition forces. ‘The training of all New Zealand lads 
between twelve and twenty-one will at last do away with the 
inadequacy of her land defenses and in a sober and peaceful spirit of 
patriotism cooperate with the naval protection elaborated by the 
empire.

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GREAT strides have been made by some of 
the principal seaports in the past ten years. 
New York now leads the world, according to 
a table of vessel tonnage prepared by 
Secretary Pratt of the New York Chamber 
of Commerce. Its net registered tons for 
1908 were 12,154,780, a gain of 56.4. per 
cent for the decade. A marvelous increase 
is shown by the Japanese port of Kobe, which || 
is credited with 642.8 per cent, while Monte- | 
video’s tonnage has grown 288 per cent. London held first place a 
few years ago, her net tonnage in 1907 being 11,160,367, an increase 
of 22.4 per cent in ten years, but both Antwerp and.New York have 
since passed her, the Belgian city showing a growth of 81 per cent 
in tonnage, from 1897 to 1907. Hamburg has made a gain slightly 
larger than that of Antwerp. 

It is believed that New York’s shipping interests would have 
made a much greater advance had the facilities been equal to the 
demands made upon them. The city has quite transformed its water 
front by improvements in recent years. It has others in view. 
Included in its projects 1s a vast ternnnal system at Jamaica bay. 
Provision will have to be made for the handling‘of an added amount 
of freight when the barge canal is completed. 

Aside from New York's progress, and the signs of activity in 
Boston with the object of pushing her port nearer to the front, we 
have recently alluded to the gratifying gain in business at the Gulf 
ports. The exports there were raised from $194,000,000 in 1899 to 
$410,000,000 in 1909, an increase of 112 per cent. The gain of 
Galveston was most marked. Mobile's exports in the same ten years 
increased from $8,875,000 to $27,333,000. and those of New Orleans 
from $86,750,000 to $145, 000,000. 

This fine showing 1s somewhat clouded by the fact that few of 
the merchant vessels 1n our prosperous ports carry the flag of this 
country. In the ten months ending Nov. 30, 1909, American exports 
and imports to the value of $2,387,263,073 were borne on foreign 
ships, and those of a value of only $233,017,440—less than a tenth— 
on American ships. Uncle Sam ought to have more boats.

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Boston’s difficult problem of how to get from the North to the 
South railroad station seems likely to be solved. President Mellen 
proposes to get over the difficulty by tunneling under it. 
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WHEN all is said, it does not appear, wher- 
ever the wireless system of telegraphy has 
been called to give important aid toward the 
saving of life or property at sea, that the 
“mterference’” by amateurs, complained of 
so vehemently and persistently by regular 
operators, has resulted in any serious cense- 
quences. When the matter is regarded 
calmly and impartially by the public, it will, 
perhaps, be seen that there has not been in 
the: past, is not now, and is not likely to be, any real occasion or 
excuse for the widespread and determined attempt to bring amateur 
wireless operation into disfavor and disrepute. 

The boys and men throughout this country today who are 
carrying on practical experiments in wireless telegr aphy might be 
numbered by the thousand, and it should be said in their behalf, at 
the very outset, that they are contributing fully*eas much toward 
useful knowledge in this field of activity as are those who happen to 
be engaged in it professionally or commercially. 

The latter, however, although numerically the least important, 
have succeeded in getting the ear of a large section of the press and 
in commanding the attention of Congress. But it is as significant 
as it 1s interesting to,read, in connection with the decision of the 
House naval committee to approve a bill for government regulation 
of wireless telegraphy, that ‘a great army of wireless experimenters 
throughout the country are up in arms against the bill and were 
represented at the hearing by counsel.’””’ The reason they are “up in 
arins against it is because it is a measure intended to place wireless 
telegraphy under federal control in such a way as to make it impos- 
sible for amateurs to continue with their experiments. It is com- 
plained, too, that the bill before the naval committee, whether so 
intended or not, will, if it becomes a law, lead to the formation of a 
wireless monopoly. 

[s it not unwise at this time, when the system is still crude and 
undeveloped, to enact a law that will take all experffnentation in 
wireless telegraphy out of the hands of the amateurs of the country 
and place it in the hands of professionals and commergial companies 
exclusively ?

———————| LAWYERS and some other professional men 
occasionally give their services free, and well 
No Limit can they afford to do so if they get only a 
tew such fees as that paid not long since to 
to Fees of Samuel Untermyer. He is credited with 
| having received. $775,000, all cash except 
a block of stock valued at $65,000, for effect- 
|| ing the merger of the Boston and Utah 
'| Copper companies. The big fee was for 
~— three or four years work, and the directors 
and “stockholders of both companies. voted unanimously that it was 
not too much. Judges in the United States circuit court also 
approved the item by their action in dismissing an injunction suit in 
which the plaintiff stated the amount of the fee and charged that 
it was excessive. As the merger will probably involve a capitalization 
of $100,000,000, the tee amounts to less than 1 per cent. 

[It has been stated that this was the largest fee ever paid to a 
lawyer. This is incorrect, as James B. Dill was given a fee of 
$1,000,000 for bringing about a settlement between Andrew Carnegie 
and H. C. Frick and organizing the Steel trust. Mr. Dill relinquished 
a large income to accept a judicial position. As a lawyer he often 
made in a day the amount of the annual salary allotted to him as 
judge. Then it is reported that William Nelson Cromwell was paid 
over a million dollars for engineering the sale of the Panama canal 
by the French owners to the United States government. Mr. 
Cromwell received a fee of $400,000 for sixty days’ work in adjusting 
the affairs of a firm of New York bankers who failed for 
$17,000,000. 

The work of eminent and highly-paid legal practitioners is often 
constructive, and is not to be judged on any common basis in estimat- 
ing its worth. On the other hand, lawyers are sometimes paid for 
doing nothing, their fees being merely retainers. The award of 
compensation like that secured by Mr. Untermyer is said to cause 
judges of ability to meditate on a polite form of resignation from 
the bench in order that they may once more be in a field that yields 
such a golden harvest. °

A trade journal recently presented a list of things once known 
as luxuries or superfluities, and very sparingly used, on which the 
people of the United States now spend over $2,000,000,000 a year. 
Here are a few of them: European trips, $170,000,000: railroad 
pleasure trips and Pullman fares, $173,000,000 ; yachts, $28,000,000 - 
automobiles, $110,000,000 ; talking machines, $16,000,000 ; imported 
millinery, $15,000,000; candy, $101,000,000. All necessary food, 
clothing and other supplies about which complaint of high cost is 
made are outside the list footing up the immense sum stated. 

Money does not go so far now as tt used to. - Causes are numer- 
ous and wide-spreading.
